USSIAN armies are roiling on 
R unchecked towards the Lower 
Dnieper and the Crimea, 
sweeping Marshal ven Mannstein’s 
divisions before them, Réuter’s 
special correspondent cables . from 
Moscow. Squadrons of Cossacks are 
opening gaps through which light 
tanks push their way to disrupt com- 
munications,

statement, ‘‘the Germans are being 
given no time ‘to throw up new 
defence lines, no time to dig in, no 
time to regroup, no time to counter- 
attack. and no time to rest. Tanks 
and mobile infantry are working in 
close unison.”

To a further question the Presi- 
dent replied that they were all work- 
ing to obtain unanimity in the pro- 
gress of war and in the transition 
period. ‘‘ The main thing,” he 
added, ‘is friendly agreement on 
what is to be done. '

“ Both “sides,” he said, ' learn a 
lot and get good ideas from each 
other when they sit around a table 
to make agreements and exchange 
ideas.”’ 

He was very much in favour, he 
added, of the Senate declaration that 
to avoid war in future the United 
States would co-operate with other 
nations, but he did not care to say 
that the Connally: resolution on the 
debate in the Senate was adequate.

NO MEANS TEST 


To qualify for the allowance a 
person must be resident in a particu- 
lar region, an Irish citizen, or for 
two years preceding the . qualifying 
date resident in the State, and was 
maintaining at the qualifying date 
three or more qualified children, and 
had made application in the pre- 
scribed manner for payment of the 
allowance, There is no means test. 
The right to receive the allowance 
in any payment period will not be 
affected by the death of any of the 
children after the qualifying date or 
their attaining the age of sixteen 
years,

FALSE CLAIMS 


Subject to regulations to be made, 
all. applications for the allowance 
slrall-be determined by the Deciding 
Officer.

The real problem appears to be 
how much will the scheme cost, and 
how is it going to be financed. These 
are matters which in the ordinary 
course need not be outlined in ire 
Bill. ae will be more appro- 
priately set out in the Budget. which 
is not due till May neat year 

M-anwhile, on the merits of the 
proposals there is a certain amount 
of approval, In this mattér of 
allowances this country comes a 
long way after others not more 
favourably circumstanced, and, as 
one authority pointed out, it ought 
to have been possible to be some- 
what more generous. New Zealand, 
for instance, has had a scheme for 
a number of years on a scale sub- 
stantially higher than the half- 
crown proposed, 3 

The idea appears to -have got 
abroad that by way of safe guarding 
the public purse‘ the granting of 
allowances would, to some extent, 
be counterbalanced by a cutting 
down of the aHowances for children 
which income tax payers enjoy at 
present, There will, presumably be 
adjustments of some sort, for it is 
not to be. expected that the in- 
dividual can “ have it both ways.” 

The division of the country into 
regions for the purpose of adminis- 
tration Binn. some 
it was suggested that there was a 
possibility that it was intended to 
ask the local authorities to make a 
contribution. If the cost was to be 
altogether defrayed by the Central 
Fund there seemed to be no point 
in such a division. The fact that 
the scheme is a non-contributory’ one 
was praised in some quarters as 
being ‘‘altogether sensible.”’

The battle for Rome must begin 
soon. The Germans age fighting 
back grimly at all the gates-to the 
mountain defence line. They ‘know 
what. is at stake, For the past 
weeks both Allied armies have 
pushed forward slowly, grinding 
down one resistance -point after 
another. 

The German News Agency stated 
last night that Allied troops on the 
east and west coasts had resumed 
their break-through attempts, and 
admitted that German troops had 
fallen back on both banks of the 
Volturno.—( Reuter.) 


NEW SHELLS 
DUMPED ON 
SCRAP HEAP 


Thousands of shells officially 
graded: obsolete were. produced 
months after it was known that they 
would go on the scrap-heap, says 
the Select Committee: on Nationa 
Expenditure in a report published 
in: London yesterday,; | - 

The Committee asked for details 
about one obsolete type of ammuni- 
tion—the shell bodies for the 18 
pounder, The War Office stated 
their final requirements for the 
ammunition in December, 1941. Fif- 
teen of the seventeen firms making 
it stopped manufacture in January, 
Ok 35) i 
“Two small firms,” the Com- 
mittee add, '“ continued to produce 
it for six and nine months re- 
spectively, after that date. It is 
true that production was slowed 
down, but 41,000. shells were 
made which were known to be 
destined only for the®#scrap-heap. 
It was explained that the two firms 
had very old-fashioned machinery, 
and that it was difficult to find 
other work for them, but that, at 
the same time, the Ministry did 
not want to lose their shell-making 
capacity.. There was a waste of 
material and man hours of about 
£16,000. in value, 

“By the end of 1942 there had 
been accumulated a surplus of over 
a million 18-pounder shell bodies. 
Most of it admittedly was already 
in hand before the War Office 
notified the Ministry of Supply that 
their future requirements were nil. 
In addition, there was a large sur- 
plus of other types. of obsolete 
ammunition, especially for the 6- 
inch Howitzer.”’ 

Owing to transport difficulties it 
was first hoped that it would be 
possible to break it up at the various 
dumps all over the country and to 
send the scrap direct to the stéel- 
makers, but this was not found 
practicable, Contracts -for breaking- 
up were eventually gvien to scrap 
merchants. i

The decision to ban exports was| 
conveyed yesterday in a statement 
by Messrs. Arthur Guinness, Son and 
Co., Ltd., circulated among traders 
in Northern Ireland and Great? 
Britain, announcing that: ‘‘ Owing 
to the scarcity of cereals in Eire, 
there will be no barley available 
from the present crop to brew for 
export. We are, therefore, unable 
to obtain an export licence, and we 
regret that, consequently, we cannot 
accept any further orders at present.” 
There was little surprise in Dublin 
at. the development. At the recent 
Ard-Fheis of the Fianna Fail Party, 
the Taoiseach, Mr. de Valera, spoke 
of the failure of the farmers to grow 
sufficient wheat for the country’s 
needs, and said :— . 

“We have to call now upon our 
barley, which means that the export 
trade of one of our greatest exporting 
firms is going to be injured, ahd, no 
matter. how much we value our 
export trade, the supply of bread 
must ‘come before it.” 

It is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to introduce an admixture of 
from seven to five per cent. of barley 
in next year’s flour, and endeavour 
to restore a white loaf; . 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


Details of the effect of discontinu- 
ance of exports are not immediately 
available. It is certain, however, that 
it will cause considerable unemploy- 
ment almost.at once. It will have 
an ‘appreciable effect, also, on the 
malting industry. 

Two months ago, when the renewal 
of Messrs. Guinness’s export licence 
was held up, the firm temporarily 
dispensed with 200 hands who were 
employed in the export section. 


HOME SUPPLIES 


. Home: supplies will not be affected 
in any way by the decision, but 
Northern Ireland traders will be 
severely hit, as their supply will be 
exhausted in [Iittle more than a 
week, and they will have to rely on 
considerably reduced imports from 
Britain.

said Judge Davitt in the Dublin 
Circuit Criminal Court yesterday, 
when passing sentence on Mrs. 
Mary Catherine Moloney (42), of 
High road, Kilmainham, Dublin, 
who had pleaded guilty to nine 
counts of criminal abortion and 
three counts of conspiracy. 
Christopher Henry Williams, 48 
years old chemist, of Old Kilmain- 
ham, Dublin, who had _ pleaded 
guilty to one count of criminal 
abortion and two counts of con- 
Spiracy, was sentenced to seven 
years’ penal servitude, while Mrs. 
Annie Robinson (58). of Upper 
Rathmines road, Dublin, who had 
been found guilty on a charge of 
conspiracy to commit- a similar 
offence, received a sentence of 
fifteen months’ imprisonment, with 
hard labour. 
‘** The offences to which you have 
pleaded guilty,” said Judge Davitt, 
“tend to joundermine the very 
foundations of our social structure. 
Our whole society is built on 
several princinles, one of which is 
the sanctity of human life, and that 
SONA! each and every one oí you 
vas~—s challenged. These offences 
involved striking at human life in 
its very origin, and it is easy ‘to 
understand why the Legislature has 
attached to them: the maximum sen- 
tence of jpenal servitude for life. 
I cannot find in the circumstances 
attending the offences one solitary 
mitigating feature. In fact, in the 
case of Mrs. Moloney, there were 
aggravating vircumstances. She had 
no qualifications, and undertook 
these operations with the full risk 
that, at any time, events might so 
turn out that she would stand in 
that dock charged with murder. 
Not. merely that, but, as the-evi- 
dence disclosed in the cases in- 
vestigated, she had the appalling 
depravity to ask her young 
daughter to assist her in these 
operations. ”’

Judge Davitt said he did not know 
the extent of Robinson’s association 
with the nefarious traffic, but there 
was no evidence to connect her in 
the sense of deriving any money 
from it.

The Master Plan 


In the last few years, the word 
“plan ’’ has come to have an 
almost technical significance. It 
means, in particular, a scheme 
for the reorganisation of the post- 
war world—a sort of architect's 
drawing, for the erection of the 
new house upon the cleared site 
of the old. Perhaps there is a 
little too much wishful thinking 


these post-war plans; there is a, 
little too much of the feeling that, 
once they are drawn up and put 
into operation, the world will 
function to their guidance with 
the precision of a railway service 
working to a time-table, its rulers 
will have no more headaches, and 
everybody will have cake fer tea. 
Yet, if planning has not pre- 
cisely those merits, it stilk is a 
most urgent necessity; for, while 
it may take a good deal of work 


offer quite its accustomed glow. 
The war has interfered with the 
characteristic celebrations of one 
of the few living feasts in our 
Fasti. Perhaps—who knows ?— 
even the supernatural celebrations 
have been disturbed. The skyways 
are too dangerous at the moment 
to allow much scope for the aero- 
batics of gaunt women on broom- 
sticks; banshees have been dis- 
couraged for ever by the ear- 
splitting success of that synthetic 
wail, the air-raid siren; even the 
common spook finds that his 
‘bumps in the night” can cause 
no more consternation, what- 
ever their volume, than an 
orderly withdrawal to the air- 
raid shelter. Yet, in Ireland at 
any rate, the witches and the war- 
locks, the bogles and tho ghouls, 
ought to be able still to enjoy a 
little of their pre-war freedom. 
A Tam O’Shanter who is delayed 
in the darkness of to-morrow 
night by his unlawful . occasions 
may see many an “ unco’ sight ”’ 
before he reaches the safety of his 
home. It is a night for all to 
gather round the hearth, and tell 
tales of sprites and goblins; it is 
a night for old men to search their 
memories for the stories that they, 
too, heard at some long, distant 
Hallowe'en, and to conjure up the 
well-worn wraiths again for a 
brief reign of delicious terror. 
The stories, at least, cannot be 
interfered with by wars. Indeed, 
the prosent war has added to the 
lore of the supernatural its own 
peculiar tribe—the gremlins. 
These malicious elves, whose 
delight it is to torment airmen, 
to upset their instruments and 
bite holes in their petrol tanks, 
are the real lords of the air; and 
when the war is over, and the 
pilots are sitting by their hearths 


apples, they will make some rare 
Hallowe’en stories of their own.
